TO GERMANS IS GOAL SOUGHT

Paris,. March 18.—President Wilson 


will hold an important conference with 
Premiers Lloyd George, Orlando and 
Clemenceau at the Paris "White. House" 
today. .The meeting of premiers; repre- 
senting the supreme directing force of 
the peace conference, takes the place 
of the session of the supreme council, 
which has been postponed until tomor- 
row to permit the meeting. 
The question to be discussed is the 
large one. of securing accord between 
the great powers on all phases of the 
peace treaty and its early presentation 
to the Germans. 
It is expected an 


agreement will be reached as to the 
inclusion of the League of Nations as an 
integral part of the peace treaty, in ac- 
cordance with the resolution which has 
been already adopted by the peace con- 
ference, 
i '

• 
Special interest attaches to today's- 
conference in view of recent reports of 
diverges between the powers as to the 
inolusion • of the league plan in the 
treaty. The meeting,is looked upon as 
an. earnest, decisive effort to reconcile 
all views into a common understanding 
for an early conclusion of peace in a 
comprehensive form, including military, 
naval, economic and financial terms, as 
well as the League of Nations. 
The general situation as to the peace 
treaty has been greatly clarified during 
the past 24 hours by discussions be- 
tween the heads of various delegations 
and American commissioners took the 
view, today that . the attitudes of the 
American, French and British govern- 
ments, would-be brought into entire ac- 
cord. The conferences which have been 
held by Lord Robert Cecil of Great Brit- 
ain. Leon Bourgeois of France, and 
Colonel E. M. House of the United 
States, have reached- a tentative accord, 
and there is reason to believe that to- 
-day,'s meeting will approve the action 
thus taken. 


• Present-plans contemplate the comple- 
tion of hearings given neutral nations 
on the League of Nations during the 
present week and during-the succeeding 
•week, attention will be given to bound- 
aries, reparation and other branches of 
the treaty. It is believed that the re- 
vised league- covenant will be ready 
for adoption at the end of next week.

PERSHING PR AISES 
CARE OF WOUNDED 


Says U. S. Hospitals Were 


Not Excelled by Those of 
Any Warring Nation. 


Coblenz. Monday, March 17.—Praise 


for the part taken by American women: 
in the war was expressed this morning 
by General John J. Pershing while in- 
specting five Third army evacuation 
hospitals here. 
"Without doubt America could not 
have carried out her part in the con- 
flict as she did, if it had not been foir 
the willingness and courage of the 
nurses and others who came to care for 
the sick and wounded in France and 
the loyal support of patriotic women at 
home," he said. 
"Despite the fact that America was in 
the war only a comparatively short time 
her medical and hospital service was -not 
excelled by that of any other warring 
nation." 
At each of the five hospitals he talk- 
ed informally to nurses, doctors and or- 
derlies, telling them of the important 
work still to befidone in caring for the 
sick .and injured. He talked to many; of 
the patients and visited virtually all the 
wards of the hospitals, where approxi-, 
mately 3000 Americans 'are patients. 
These hospitals "were erected by the 
German government and used by the. 
enemy during the war. 
At one hospital the commander-in- 


chief visited a number of American sol-" 
diers who are nerasthenics. He found 
them engaged in wood-working and in 
fashioning various souvenirs from old 
German shell cases. Others were sew- 
ing and doing odd bits of work, the plan 
of treatment being to keep the minds 
of the patients on anything rather than 
themselves.

Several persons were knocked down 
with police clubs and two officers were 
hit by stones or bottles. 


Twenty two arrests were made, near-

presumed that the people as a whole 
are against it? Mr. Borah, as an uu- 
eomprising opponent of any 
league, 


ought to be satisfied with the consti- 
tutional power of minority in the sen- 
ate to kill it. He professes to believe 
that a majority of the people are as 
much against it as he is. 
Very \vell. 


let him vote against it as a senator. 
He should certainly he forced to as-

the 
responsibility 
of

against it. for no straw vote of the 
American people could relieve him of 
his constitutional obligation to vote on 
the treaty when it was presented to 
the senate. 
The constitution will have 


to be amended—andMr. Borah is a con- 
stitutional lawyer—before treaties can 
be rejected or approved by 
popular 
vote. 


In case there were a referendum the 


issue before the people would be de- 
cided presumably by a bare majority of 
the votes cast. If a majority in favor 
of the league what would Mr. Borah 
do with the constitutional provision 
that a minority of one-third of the sen- 
ate could still defeat the treaty?

NORTHERN FRANCE 


RUINED 8Y WAR 


Said Major Montgomery al 


First M. E. Church- 
Urges Adopting War Or- 
phans. 


"If I have been able to picture con- 
ditions in France as 1 have seen them, 
there would bo no question but what 
earinK for the French 
children, be- 
comes 
the 
duty 
of 
the 
man who 
boasts ofhis 
humane 
principle," de- 


clares Major Charles W. Montgomery, 
recently returned from France, to an 
audience at the First Methodist church 
last night after describing the devas- 
tation in the battle area. 
His address 


was under the auspices of the Stand- 
ard 
Bearer 
girls, in their 
efforts to 


raise funds to care 
for 
French or- 


orphans. 
More 
than 
$275 was sub- 
scribed during the evening. 


Major Montgomery told of the time 


He spent in that part of France where 
wars ravages were not noticed except 
in the scarcity of men and in the sac- 
rifices and hardships of the people. He 
also visited the battle front in the 
Somme region and it was his descrip- 
tion of that territory which made a 
strong,appeal to his audience. 


He declared that in the vicinity of 
Amiens, Bapaum, Arras, Peronne and 
other cities and villages in that dis- 
trict, not a habitable dwelling was left 
when the war ended and in many cases 
there was not a wall standing. 
"The physical construction of north- 
ern France is peculiar," said Major 
Montgomery. 
"Only a thin layer of 


soil covers deep deposits of chalk. This 
top soil has been destroyed 'by the in- 
tense artillery fire, the -whole surface 
of this region is littered by the debris 
of war and there are acres and acres of 
barbed wire stretched over the country. 
"Land records have been destroyed 
or stolen, and boundary marks h.ive 
been obliterated by war. 
Even if own- 
ership of the land could be determined, 
and the houses were habitable, it will 
bje years before the fertility of the soil 
will be restored." 
The officer spoke of the sacrifices 
made by all the allied people in the 
effort to win the war, and paid special 
tribute to the Americans, but urged 
them not to lose sight of the fact that 
there were sacrifices made by the 
French and English. 
"I hope as years pass," said Major 


Montgomery, "that while Americans 
should and will appreciate what the peo 
pie did and what the soldier al<3, they 
will not lose sight of what England and 
France did before we got into the 
fight. Our sacrifices were infinitesimal 
as compared with those of the French. 
"The time of big sacrifices has ended, 
but the time for all sacrifice will never 
end. While an appreciation of our part 
in the conflict is essential, it also is es

rights, privileges and perogatives, and 
that it was necessary to maintain a bal- 
ance on the two sides of the ledger. He 
declared that with most of us the books 
were unbalanced, that we spent more 
time on the "R. P. P." side of the 
ledger.
